strikebreakers 
on 
their 
way 
home had 
to pass

grounds where an am ateur baseball 
game was in 
progress. 
There were 
fully 1,000 persons w atching the game, 
most all of whom w ere friends of the 
men who went on strik e last week. 
As the four workmen approached the 
plate: some one in the crowd yelled 
“ st ab” and in stan tly a rush was made 
for the negroes. 
T w o of the negroes 
had revolvers and a knife aud as the 
mob slatted for them they drew their 
weapons. 
Before they could use them, 
however, they were knocked to the 
ground by a dozen white men. 
One 
of the negroes named B ak er scrambled 
to his feet and began slashing right 
ami left, and before the knife could 
he 
taken aw ay 
from 
him he 
had 
stabbed Jam es K iely near the heart. 
Another of the negroes fired into 
the crowd, two bullets hitting Tom 
Durand, one of the attacking party.
